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MEDIA TRIALS IN THE DISCOURSE OF SERBIAN 
DAILY PRESS 


Summary: In a contemporary and digital society we have been witnessing 
frequent changes and everything has become a commodity, even a piece of in- 
formation. Whether it is news in the media or an opinion written on social me- 
dia, information is transformed into a product that has its own price, consumers 
and market. Since the occurrence of the mass media, numerous communication 
theories have been emerging which try to interpret how content affects the con- 
struction of behavior, what type of message produces certain effects and what 
are the long-term consequences for the society? Applying the quantitative and 
qualitative content analysis of the front pages of the six daily newspapers in Ser- 
bia (Unformer, Vecernje novosti, Blic, Kurir, Danas and Alo) between January 17 
and February 1, 2021 we investigated the characteristics of the models and narra- 
tives used in presenting the case of the well-known Serbian director and acting 
teacher, Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢, who has been accused of sexually abusing fe- 
male students. Using the theory of the agenda, the framework theory, as well as 
the hypodermic needle model, we will try to provide an answer to the question — 
whether and to what extent we can “defend” ourselves from media opinions 
which keep “bombing” us every day and can the media “reach a verdict” before 
legal institutions. 


Keywords: discourse, press, narratives, communication theories, ma- 
nipulations 


The first two decades of the 21“ century have fundamentally changed our 
everyday environment, with us being unaware of it many times. The enormous 
participation of “new media” has become part of our daily habits — from using 
mobile phones, text messages and emails through the childish habit of wearing 
“3D glasses” to see a new dimension of the virtual reality, to frequent and exces- 
sive use of video games or chatting on social media that have definitely sepa- 
rated us from the world of traditional games and childhood. In the empire of the 
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“global village” we are feeling more and more lost and insecure, and so nicely 
wrapped in the warm narratives of the media around us we are trying to under- 
stand what is happening to us and what problems is the world facing? The new 
civilization cannot be understood through the old communication patterns, be- 
cause the digital agenda of social media has been redesigning the old views with 
algorithms and clicks, so the images that were once understood as conclusions in 
practice may look different from the real ones. Our attention will be focused on 
the changes occurring in the media industry, specifically the changes in the dis- 
course which attracts the audience’s attention and increases the time of closeness 
with the recipients. 


The old model of journalism, promoted in the golden age of the press, as 
the dissemination of instant, one-way information is slowly retreating before the 
wave of new theories forming a modern matrix of information and communica- 
tion flows, declaratively allowing everybody to talk about everything and in 
every moment! 


“The content and meaning of human interaction are changing significantly, 
because the power of communication is directed towards the semi-educated 
masses, which under the influence of the media, promote customer consumer- 
ism.”! The line connecting the media lies in their invisible power to influence the 
attitude and behavior of the audience. In the background, the truth about the dif- 
ficulty of establishing their direct influence was hidden, while numerous com- 
munication theories had the task of identifying, structuring and explaining them. 
Propaganda-oriented messages shape people’s opinions, but also perspectives 
from which they observe a certain social problem and create divisions, conflicts, 
similarities or differences...The internet has transformed journalism, but also 
eliminated geography and time constraints, which in practice marked an open 
market of information and the battle for exclusivity, ratings and circulations. 
Moreover, this caused a chase for sensations, spectacles, affairs and fabricated 
events which will provide their clients the desired publicity and fame, even at the 
cost of losing ethics and neglecting professional journalistic standards. 

In fundamentally changed circumstances, messages with the main task of 
informing us are lurking from all sides, but also with the intention of alluring, 
seducing and convincing us. Jevtovi¢, Petrovic and Aracki draw attention to the 
3K model — short, large, creative — as a new motto of commercial predators who 
create the environment in which a journalist lives and works today. It is close to 
the interpretation of Snjezana Milivojevic that “the media much more strengthen 
than change the existing opinions”” Also, Milojevié very well observes how the 
mass media function in order to implement an ideology, “in order to promote 
certain meanings and worldviews and to serve one social interest more than the

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other.”? In addition, it is important for our research to believe that popular forms 


through which the ideology spreads almost unnoticeably, with finer strategies of 
persuasion do not have to signify only political content. The media theorist 
stated this because the messages defined as non-political are actually the most 
important for the understanding of contemporary culture, while the popular me- 
dia content “guarantees continuity and acceptability of the prevailing sense of 
reality”. Their analysis prepared the ground for the later observation of hegem- 
ony, which is the most important area of the ideological activity of the media 
within the media studies.”* 


The change of perspectives is important for the democracy of any society, 
because in addressing the problem of others the media shape the real determi- 
nants of social behavior. Hence, in the center of our interest are the characteris- 
tics of the model and narratives used in presenting the case of the famous Ser- 
bian director and acting teacher, Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢, suspected of sexually 
assaulting female students. By analyzing the dominant narratives and discourses 
in the media, we can obtain a clear picture of any social topic and its representa- 
tion, as well as the importance given to it. 


Understanding the media effects has become a socially important and re- 
sponsible issue, because the disorganized and deeply divided Serbian society has 
two diametrical viewpoints: from those who believe that the government fabri- 
cated the affair at a certain moment in order to marginalize its internal disagree- 
ment and the Jovanjica case, to the speculations that the suspect is a typical 
retro-nationalist yet to be exposed? The moral surroundings in which our lives 
are taking place are largely the result of the exploitation of vast amounts of in- 
formation surplus, generated in the propaganda bubble of rumored and informa- 
tive communication. 


Theoretical framework of the paper 


As a matter of fact, in the increasingly affluent and diverse information 
environment, the media direct our attention to certain problems and suggest im- 
portant social issues through the selection and presentation of topics in the news, 
reports, interviews and other genres. Therefore, the important starting point of 
the paper is the agenda setting theory, one of the most powerful media skills. 
The way the media select and present a certain topic, how such selection and 
presentation will impact the public and its perception of that topic, an image of 
an event or process is created.’ According to this theory, there are two main 
functions of the mass media communication: granting status and imposing social 
norms. In our case, daily newspapers assign status to certain topics, issues, prob- 
lems, individuals or organizations by addressing them more or less, or not men- 
tioning them at all and by establishing a hierarchy of their status in a specific

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order, scope and forms of messages, as well as editorial interventions. Mirko and 
Nevena Mileti¢é explain how the media “with the unity of mediated content pro- 
pose norms and values, which are in accordance with the normative order and 
the prevailing system of values in the society. The implementation of these func- 
tions is possible in conjunction with a specific dysfunction of mass media com- 
munication — the so-called narcotic dysfunction.” 

This theory is followed by framing, which explains how the media present 
information, how the problem is defined and the “window” through which we 
will observe them. The framework theory or framing presents an interpretive 
framework of media reality.’ Also, the term framework may refer to one or more 
events, but can be also used “for choosing and emphasizing one, and concealing 
other features of reality in a way which points to a consistent story about prob- 
lems, their causes, moral implications and solutions.”® “Framing is important 
because in spinning of the public, “it is not used only to select news just because 
the recipient uses the existing interpretive frameworks, but to develop new 
frameworks based on reporting. 


There is an interaction between the frames in the news and frames of the 
public. Based on the frame, it is more common to give the text a certain mean- 
ing.” The frame shapes the perception of the mass, often implying the cause, but 
also the solution to the problem. Entman, who has studied the topic in particular 
among communications specialists, specifies that framing involves “the overall 
communication of a text or message in order to promote a particular aspect of 
the perception of reality and emphasize that aspect in such a way as to support a 
specific definition of the problem, causal interpretation, moral evaluation and the 
treatment of recommendations.”"” 

“A frame is an imprint of power”, adds Entman, which implies the impor- 
tance he attaches to it in the analysis of published narratives. In the layman pub- 
lic, there is a common understanding that the media with their reporting often 
precede the political decision-making, so that any form of stigmatization, de- 
monization or targeting favors the position of the actor who is the target of writ- 
ing. “If the press in Serbia creates a reality under the influence of political and 
corporate interests then the media reality can be different from the objective real- 
ity, which emphasizes the danger of misconceptions that are being formed in the 
consciousness of the audience?”

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Methodology 


In this paper, we applied a qualitative and quantitative analysis of the con- 
tent of six daily newspapers in Serbia for the period 17 January - 1 February, 
2021 Unformer, Vecernje novosti, Blic, Kurir, Danas and Alo). According to the 
available data, the analyzed newspapers have a large readership and some of 
their websites are among the most visited in the country, so it can be concluded 
that their writing influences readers’ attitudes. We conducted a research on what 
types of headlines were used in presenting the case of Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢, 
suspected of sexually assaulting female students (famous actresses). We wanted 
to point out whether and to what extent the daily press directs the social agenda 
in approaching the problem of sexual violence against women in Serbian soci- 
ety? Do the media, and how, with their headlines encourage an atmosphere in 
which women will not remain silent? In expressing the interest for the narrower 
subject of the research, we will not go further into the ethics of reporting, since 
that could be a special topic of some paper. 

Within every issue, the entire content of the front pages was analyzed and 
only those in any way related to the topic of Miroslav Aleksi¢ were singled out 
(the headlines related to the testimonies of the actresses Milena Radulovi¢ and 
Iva Ilinci¢, the reaction of people from the world of culture, as well as the state- 
ments of lawyers and other interested people). 


In the analysis, we did not consider whether this was a central or periph- 
eral topic on the front pages, or just an element of another topic or part of a 
broader context. The total sample included all elements of headline structures 
(captions, headlines, subtitles), as well as parts of the text on the front page 
(characteristic of Danas) in which Aleksi¢ has been mentioned. The area covered 
by the research is the territory of the Republic of Serbia, which is also the place 
of distribution of the mentioned newspapers. 


Research Findings 


In the observed time interval, a total of 365 texts dealing with 86 different 
topics were published. Out of that, the issue that is the focus of our research has 
been mentioned 70 times, which indicates the issue has been given a significant 
publicity by the press (of which 12 headlines are the reactions to the confessions 
of the actress Milena Radulovic).“The press, for the most part, may not be suc- 
cessful in telling people what to think. However, it is remarkably successful in 
the task of telling people about what to think.” (Mc Combs & Shaw; Radojkovi¢ 
& Dordevié 1981, 128). This is one of the basic postulates of the agenda setting 
theory, whose founders are Mc Combs and Shaw. Moreover, the strong accusa- 
tion of rape was undoubtedly the most mentioned on the front pages, where the 
presumption of innocence was completely forgotten.'” The topics that also occu-

coronavirus (50 times), followed by the president of Serbia, Aleksandar Vuci¢ 
(22 times, out of which 10 headlines were dedicated to the “wiretapping” affair). 
It should be emphasized that 11 more texts were related to the coverage on the 
wiretapping of the president, and in which the former state secretary of the Min- 
istry of Interior, Dijana Hrkalovi¢, was mentioned. 


Graph 1 — The share of topics in the total number of headlines (or texts) on 
the front pages of the analyzed daily newspapers in Serbia. 
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According to the theory of genres and the code of ethics, journalists should 
not make statements, interfere in the discussions or make their own judgments 
about conflicting positions. However, our analysis will demonstrate that is not 
the case in the Serbian press. The current reports include the topics such as the 
new variant of the coronavirus and the monument to Stefan Nemanja, which was 
solemnly unveiled during this period. However, the central topic of all print edi- 
tions was the alleged rape and the famous public figure accused of committing 
such an act. Also, with all the details and narratives, it caused the uproar of the 
public. The first text was published in Blic on 17 January, 2021 with the head- 
ing: “Several minors put through hell in the school of a famous acting teacher — 
Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢ raped and abused us — Milena Radulovi¢: This is a mon- 
strous network intelligently planned and carried out in the highest circles of the 
society, from the earliest years wrapped in the noblest art forms and the religion 
of a man, who step by step, knows what he is doing and is purposefully achiev- 


exempted from proving his guilt. Similarly, the burden of proving the guilt of the defendant is 
transferred to the prosecutor. The media should not judge the arrested person, because they are 
innocent until proven guilty! 
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ing his goal!” On the last day of the analysis, the text was published only in Alo 
with the headline:” Sexologist Aleksandar MiloSevi¢: Aleksi¢ doesn’t need a 
prostate in order to rape!” 


Graph 2 — Individual share of the analyzed daily press in Serbia in the total number of front 
pages related to the case of Miroslav Mika Aleksic¢ in the observed period. 
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Observing the quantity of reporting, it can be noticed that almost every 
newspaper has continuity, except for the newspaper Danas (eight articles on this 
topic), however, we should not forget that this is a newspaper that has a double 
issue. The daily newspapers Alo, Kurir and Informer provided most space to this 
topic (56% in total), so we can conclude that the tabloids are aiming at the 
stronger influence in the public. The semi-tabloids Vecernje novosti and Blic 
have a high share in the audience (almost a third of the texts), while the serious 
press did not resist the challenge (Danas 11%). Celebrities tend to attract great 
attention of the media, especially in terms of scandals, while details coming to 
light every day only contribute the dramatization, increase circulations and read- 
ership of the press. Violence against women is a regular occurrence, but the in- 
terest for this case has been increased due to the fact that the victims are famous 
young actresses.’ Sensitive, delicate, concealed and improper information have

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a strong impact on human behavior, particularly when they endanger the free- 
dom and dignity of an individual. On the one hand, the feelings of helplessness 
and resignation, on the other, arrogance and domination of others — in public 
space create the illusion of support either to the first or to the second option. 


The analysis - the discussion of reporting 


With their selection of topics, as well as their way of informing us, the 
media are directing us to what is “important” and “what to pay attention to”. In 
the whirlpool of information, the individual, fearing that they will not be able to 
process everything, rely increasingly on the media. “By taking for granted the 
media offer of one-sided, uniform and carefully remodeled messages, one loses 
the awareness that they are being further and further away from the truth and 
they are suppressing their own potentials of creating meani ng and independently 
attributing meaning to phenomena reported by the media. I" On January 17, on 
the front page of the daily newspaper Blic, the headline: “Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢é 
raped and abused us” appeared. Since the daily newspapers have the habit of 
publishing the content of the following day’s print edition on their portal (the 
evening before), the news reverberated and appeared on all portals. However, 
only the daily Blic had it in a printed form. An exclusive piece of information 
with the astonishing echo was so powerful, that Aleksic was officially arrested 
on the same evening!

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In an interview to the same newspaper, actress Milena Radulovic¢ said that 
she and several other girls, some of who were minors, reported to the police that 
they had been raped or sexually harassed by the owner of the acting school. “At 
the time of the rape, I have attended the acting school for six years. I was 17 
years old. That did not happen once. It happened repeatedly. '*“ In the interview, 
she claimed that it was a system of abuse that had been thoroughly built for dec- 
ades. Radulovié did not talk about the details of the abuse, but added: “Mika 
made sure that it (sexual abuse) happens during the class, but in a room next to 
the one where the other students were, or at a time when the work of the FDA 
was intensified due to the entrance exams. He did not let anyone suspect that 
something so terrible was happening there. An individual consuming media 
contents “surrenders to the wrong belief that Anowing about the daily problem 
means doing something about it“, as pointed out by Lazarsfeld and Merton 
(Mass Communication, Popular Taste and Organized Social Action, 1960). 
Moral concern is spreading in public places, which increases the number of ac- 
tors who would like to make their value judgments about the current topic. What 
types of headlines can we expect the following day? From the analyzed daily 
newspapers, on each we see this topic. However, there is a noticeable difference 
in the way of reporting. For example, Danas had a striking headline: “The scary 
story of the actress opened Pandora’s box”, while in Vecernje novosti, the cover- 
age was in the form of a question — “Director Aleksi¢ raped his female stu- 
dents?” The rest were talking about the school of fear and described Aleksi¢ as a 
“maniac, pedophile”...'7 The social mobility of readers is exhausting in the very 
act of the reception of messages, psychical mechanisms of identification and 
projection, which compensate for real social action. 

With selected, processed, but also constructed stories the media are trying 
to impose a dominant narrative as a way of thinking.'*® The role and significance 
of scandals in every community are determined by the status that the media give 
them, while in the press they are most easily noticed by analyzing the front 
pages. Moreover, the creation of headlines, choice of facts and arguments, angles 
of interpretation, the size of photographs or letters, intensity of publication and 
similar techniques aimed at attracting attention only indicate the importance of 
the topic and the approach developed by editorial teams. The media framework

several angles, and the audience is invited to draw certain conclusions.” 


The way in which a certain issue will be interpreted, as well as the inten- 
sity of publishing, the visual determination of the place and space on the front 
page, depends only on the editorial orientation of the media house. For the rea- 
son of the increasing availability of information and the rate at which they are 
transmitted, the content of the daily press is particularly interesting, because in 
them we can recognize ideological messages adapted to the interests of the gov- 
erning structures. The theory had recognized this a long time ago, through the 
hypodermic model in which “mass media ‘inject’ ideas, attitudes and disposi- 
tions in order to control the passive, atomized and manipulate extremely recep- 
tive individuals. Every message has the purpose of causing changes in the atti- 
tudes/behavior in accordance with the intentions of the sender.””” In all versions 
of S-R theories that had appeared until the 1960s (subcutaneous (hypodermic) 
needles, magic bullet theory...), communication is a simple, linear process fo- 
cused on the opinion of the individual, while in recent times it has been targeting 
the larger audience. 

Both the theory and practice of journalism in the world agree in assessing 
the importance of the headline structure of a text, which is a symbolic lure to win 
the readers’ attention’’. When it comes to the media coverage of the case of the 
accused Aleksi¢, we can see characteristic patterns. The newspapers such as Ve- 
cernje novosti inform that the circle of abused people is expanding and new ac- 
cusations of rape have emerged, while Danas writes about the story which trig- 
gered an avalanche and strengthened Serbia. On January 19, Blic published the 
confession of another actress, Iva Ilinci¢, with the headlines: “I was ashamed 
because he abused me. I have been silent for six years. I literally did not tell 
anyone. Not even my mom, my dad, my sister, my boyfriend at the time, my 
new boyfriend...anyone. I felt ashamed, I took over his shame. I felt like an ac- 
complice. I was small and did not realize that I was not an accomplice, but a 
victim of a very intelligent man.” At that moment, Alo criticized the actors who 
decided to speak publicly about the topic, condemning the “shameful behavior — 
how can you remain silent?” 

Here, we recognize the accuracy of Stuart Hall’s belief, one of the foun- 
ders of British cultural studies, who stated that things do not have meaning in 
themselves, but they get meaning on the basis of the agreement with the com- 
munity. Language is a pillar of every society, “a representation system’, through

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which we can communicate our thoughts, feelings and ideas and where mean- 
ings depend on “language games”, specifically on the discourse. Hall empha- 
sizes language because it produces representations that give meaning to objects 
and persons that are represented (Hall, 2014). 

Tabloid journalism expresses the concern about victims only superficially, 
while in the background, through the illusion of their fame, it stimulates the 
natural instinct of people to be interested in the lives of celebrities. 

This is how Kurir reported on: “Mika’s rules”: this is how he spoke to the 
girls — all women are whores, you can become elite prostitutes or street girls”, 
while Informer presented “shocking details from the investigation: Mika also 
raped a ten-year-old girl.” In the following days, we could see the epithets such 
as: monster, torturer, rapist, impostor, madman and the health condition of the 
suspect was also discussed as: “Mika has no prostate and he cannot rape.” 

Blic dealt with the topics such as: “we investigate how and why the case of 


Miroslav Aleksi¢é happened to us”, “strange scenes in the center of Belgrade — 
Aleksié in custody, his school still open”; Blic also reported on a new confession 
of an unknown victim, with the headlines:’He raped me almost every Tuesday, 
for seven months” and described how Aleksi¢ controlled his victims. The tab- 
loids warn that there are “maniacs from the upper class: Mika is not the only 
one, sexual predators lurk in schools, at colleges, in hospitals...”°” On each front 
page, we have information about the testimonies of actresses Milena Radulovié 
and Iva Ilinci¢, how long they were interviewed by the police and the content of 
their statements. As for different headlines and something related to the “de- 
fense” of the accused, the front page of Kurir on January 23 presented the fol- 
lowing: “Despicable action of acting teacher”, “Shameful: Aleksi¢’s defense 
attorneys trying to downplay the crime with the picture of the victim and the 
rapist’. Also, the following day, Novosti published the statements of the victims’ 
lawyers and the defense attorney of Aleksic: “Jugoslav Tintor: They are making 
the situation look as if there is no evidence”, “Zoran Jakovljevic: The media took 
over the role of judges.” The avalanche that ensued in the media culminated with 
confessions posted on the social media, so it is not surprising that on January 21, 
the front page of Danas published a warning “that all predators should be re- 
ported to the police and not to social media.” 

On January 25, there were new “conspiracy theories” when Kurir pub- 
lished the exclusive: “Torturer — Milena Radulovié wrote a script and will make 
a series that will describe all the horrors from Mika's school.“ In the following 
days, from the front pages we discovered that Bjelogrli¢ was the first person to 
read the script and that the professors of the FDA were shocked to find out that 
Milena’s script was a true story. Other tabloids (Alo) published the actress’s bru- 
tal message to the rapist: “Co***d, it’s me, Milena!” Public communication in 
the print media usually reflects the perspectives of political, economic, cultural

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and other interest groups and actors, which influence the editorial policy in the 
background, in order to provoke certain mental reactions by agenda setting, 
framing and priming. When the pieces of reality are selected as significant, they 
are placed in a certain reference framework thereby increasing or decreasing 
their exposure to the audience. In that context, the notion of thematic framing is 
also important, which Robert Entman sees as the process of “selecting and high- 
lighting certain aspects of certain events or topics and connecting them in order 
to promote a certain interpretation, evaluation and/or solution (Entman in 
Kastels, 2014, p. 197). 


The results: 
Tabloidization with the undertone of verdict 


From the analyzed content we can conclude that part of the media focused 
on reporting on the case, while others insisted on sensationalist headlines, so it 
can be said they tried to provoke moral panic with the help of emotional con- 
structions in order to increase the sale. Reporting on a socially complex topic 
such as sexual abuse is becoming more and more distant from impartial, objec- 
tive and credible representations, while the information principally becomes a 
neatly wrapped product leaving nobody indifferent. Also, the media framework 
through which the public was informed has evidently been imposed. This is well 
illustrated in the issue of Kurir, published on January 22, which brought the 
news that “Miroslav Aleksi¢ sexually assaulted female students for 35 years.” 
Such headlines cannot provoke the analytical awareness of readers which is ex- 
actly why we have to ask the question — what and whose interest is the creation 
of such a media agenda? 

If we support the view that media with their reporting influence the crea- 
tion of attitudes among the audience, then they bear the responsibility for the 
moral development or the downfall of the society. Applying Entman’s interpreta- 
tion of the selection and emphasis as two inseparable elements in the construc- 
tion of media frameworks, we notice that different interpretations of the same 
event in different newspapers do not offer a critical choice, but strengthen the 
one-dimensional image that in advance suggests the culprit. Entman foresaw this 
when he stated that “frames have at least four locations in the communication 
process: the communicator, the text, the receiver and the culture.””> Tabloidiza- 
tion has changed the system of attention of the ordinary consumer of media mes- 
sages, so that the culture is marginalized and removed from the focus. 

In a disrupted system of values, sensationalism and spectacle become a 
priority in media reporting, which causes the long-term change of the entire so-

ciety? The goal of our research is not the problem of the responsibility of the 
accused Aleksi¢, because the issue of guilt belongs to the jurisdiction of judicial 
authorities, but the fact that the media coverage of this case was not done in a 
professional and ethical way. Serbian Journalists’ Code of Ethics states that “the 
title oF a text/article is liable to the same ethical principles as the text/article it- 
self.” 


The front pages of the press are the reflection of the editorial policy, while 
those who are not their readers may also encounter them, for example while 
waiting in line or on social media. Opinions of the increasingly segmented public 
and audience attitudes are not always identical and differ conceptually in at least 
three ways: firstly, opinions are regarded as visible, verbal responses to a prob- 
lem, while attitudes are predispositions or tendencies. Secondly, although both 
presuppose acceptance or non-acceptance, attitudes are related more to affect 
(fundamental liking or disliking) and opinions much more to cognitions (for ex- 
ample, a conscious decision to support or oppose a certain policy). 

Thirdly, and probably the most important, the attitude is traditionally con- 
ceptualized as a global, permanent orientation towards the general class of phe- 
nomena, while the opinion is more situational and refers to a special problem in 
a certain setting. Also, on many television channels, in the morning program, 
there is “browsing”, so there is a wide range of information that “adorn” the 
front pages. Although the press is falling behind the digital media, we must not 
forget that its role in forcing certain images in the public is still significant. For 
the most part, the images we create about the world are based on what the media 
tell us: precisely, the result of a mediated worldview is that the media’s priorities 
strongly influence the priorities of the public. The elements highlighted in the 
media agenda become intensified, emphasized in the human mind as well.” 
The winning combination for the readership is news that addresses the heart of 
the reader, while the fear for the safety of us and our loved ones is growing. If 
there are also indecent or emotionally traumatic photographs, then the impact is 
guaranteed! 


Concluding Observations 


The political and media systems of every country are the result of the ac- 
tions of figures who have strong resources and who are the powerful interpreters 
of reality. In addition, the belief that the print media are the agents of influence 
has been confirmed in this paper. The analysis of the front pages of the six influ- 
ential newspapers in Serbia during the reporting on the case of the alleged rape

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committed by acting teacher Miroslav Mika Aleksi¢ indicated the destructive 
power of the tabloids and the favoritism of sensationalist narratives. In coopera- 
tion with social media and portals, they are able to impose “rules” and form pat- 
terns of opinion, which in the ideological sense changes the reference framework 
of the communication paradigm. In order to thoroughly explain the framing 
process in the reporting on this case, we will use the definition of Robert Ent- 
man, in which he explained that frames typically “diagnose, evaluate and pre- 
scribe”, or that frames “define problems, diagnose causes, evaluate causes and 
their effects and suggest remedies for the identified problems.””° By commer- 
cializing news and reports, the obscurity of the tabloids gradually constructs a 
barometer of stereotypes in popular culture, so that entertainment, deception, 
vulgarity, fascination, violence and primitivism suppress investigative, analytical 
and responsible journalism. In theoretical terms, the famous thought of Bernard 
Berelson is reinterpreted — “some kinds of communication on some kinds of 
issues, brought to the attention of some kinds of people under certain kinds of 
conditions have some kinds of effects.””” 


Some regard its vagueness as a confirmation of a supreme academic cau- 
tion, while others are closer to the interpretation that it is a matter of difficulties 
in proving media influence. In other words, with the agenda setting, the media 
most often strengthen the already existing beliefs, while in reality those beliefs 
are changed minimally. The public sphere is still an open space for the increas- 
ing amount of information, but in order to be visible on the social scene it is nec- 
essary that they contain elements which “buy” the audience’s attention. Which 
communication models and which actors will emerge — remains an open ques- 
tion which can only be answered empirically. Also, this suggests that some other 
research in the changed circumstances (context) would probably produce differ- 
ent results and theoretical frameworks. 
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
